lu a recent article prepared by Mr. 
W - C. \ ales for the National Electrical 
Manufacturers' Association one par¬ 
ticular excerpt is of interest to Sprague 
employees, show ing as it does, that the 
Sprague Electric Company has a back¬ 
ground of many years experience and 
wide diversity in the electrical field. 

I he article is entitled “The Contri¬ 
bution of Industrial Control to the 
Electrical Industry" and was written 
to explain and illustrate the inter¬ 
dependence of the branches of the 
electrical manufacturing industry, by 
showing the connection existing be¬ 
tween Industrial Control and other 
electrical products. After a para¬ 
graph covering the early days when 
control devices used in industry were 
chiefly rheostats for generator field 
control and for motor starting the 
article carries this paragraph: 

‘Tor the next major advance in 
improved types of controllers, thanks 
are due to the pioneers of electric 
railway equipment. Dial type con¬ 
trollers were found unsuited to trolley 
cars and the first drum controller for 
such service came on the scene in 1892. 
It was several years thereafter that the 
merits of the drum switch became 
apparent for industrial motor control 
and various types and sizes were pro¬ 
duced for such duty as cranes, hoists, 
machine tool motors, etc. The rail¬ 
way control designers also brought out 
the multiple-unit system employing 
magnetic contactors, which system 
MR. FRANK SPRAGUE offered to 
demonstrate in 1896 and which was 
installed in the trains of the Man¬ 
hattan Elevated in 1900."

Profile - Real Santa Claus 

Leonidas Beall has occupied Santa 
Claus’ throne for five successive years 
in a large Washington, D. C. depart¬ 
ment store. He is at 72, a perfectly 
natural Santa Claus, round, with 
crispy, snow-white hair and a handsome 
moustache. He lives from season to 
season, looking forward to Christmas 
with as much excitement as the 
thousands of children who whisper 
their hearts’ desires to him. He treats

all children as his own, drawing them 
to him naturally. He knows when to 
pick up a little boy or girl and when not 
to. The very young ones, sometimes 
afraid at first, he lets accustom them¬ 
selves to him before he gently takes 
them on his knee. Christmas is a 
time of infinite hope, suspense, and 
sometimes tears. 

The hardest thing Beall_has to do is 
to pare the modest list of a child whose 
parents can obviously give very little. 
A hundred times he had to deny the 
impulse to reach into his own pocket, 
or to stride over to a toy counter and 
sweep it clean for a threadbare little 
boy or girl. If a child asks for too 
much, Santa says, "Do you think you 
really need all of those things?" If he 
insists, Santa asks, “What about all 
the other little boys in the world? 
They want presents, too, and my help¬ 
ers are very busy. I’m not sure 
they’ll have time to make so many 
things for just one.” This appeal to 
the child’s better nature is nearly 
always successful. 

Beall prefers to play Santa to all other 
jobs. There is no feeling in the world, 
he says, like the one that comes from 
making children happy. He would not 
take anything for the opportunity. 
He believes that children have added 
years to his life.

Adams Stamp Club of which he is a 
member, on types of paper used for 
stamps and their catalog valuation. 
He knows his subject thoroughly and 
can talk about stamp collecting from 
many angles. 

Andy first started out collecting 
stamps some ten years ago when his 
mother found a couple of stamps in a 
butter carton. (It seems there was a 
time when butter was quite plentiful, 
and premiums, such as stamps or other 
items were offered as special induce¬ 
ments to buy a particular brand.) 
With these few stamps as a nucleus, 
Andy’s collection has grown to number 
some 10,000 stamps, and has a catalog 
value of about $400. One after another, 
seven albums have been necessary to 
house the growing collection, with 
stamps from every known country from 
Ethiopia to Zululand in dark Africa. 
He also has a special series of United 
States stamps dating from 1892 to the 
present time. (Andy told your re¬ 
porter, with a grin, that when that 
butter company quit giving out stamps, 
his mother switched to another brand!) 

Schools often encourage stamp col¬ 
lections, according to Andy. It a- 
rouses the interest of children in geogra¬ 
phy and also in historical events. 
Often a stamp is issued to commemo¬ 
rate a certain historical event — the 
discovery of America, the landing of 
the Pilgrims at Plymouth; or to point 
out some of our institutions. 

You can see how geographical names or 
historical data becomes familiar to 
a person through a stamp collection. 
Andy says: “When the war broke out, 
many of the names in the South 
Pacific which sounded queer to folks, 
were familiar to me since I had stamps 
from most of those places.” 

“Incidentally,” Andy continued, 
“Stamp collecting i^ not the childish 
pastime that most people think it is. 
Many great men in various walks of 
life collect stamps. Among such celeb 
rities are Ex-king Carol of Rumania 
(he amassed thousands of dollars worth 
of stamps before he was forced to flee 
his country); the late King George V 
of Great Britain; and the late Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt (his collection, recently 
auctioned off, brought thousands of 
dollars). 

“This hobby has grown immensely 
in the past 30 years, the U.S. collectors 
numbering well in the millions. The 
Post Office has been busy trying to 
keep up with the hobby's growth by 
issuing new stamps,” Andy states. 
"It is a known fact that the Post 
Office department makes more money 
on the sale of commemorative stamps 
to collectors than it'does on the use of 
stamps on mails!" — J. Walsh
